Lesislotive Council Doomed ? 


FTER Tuesday's debate in the House of Commons, it may 
not be too much to hope that we have heard the last 
of the Legislative Council scheme for Palestine. Tho 

discussion revealed what Mr. CHURCHILL in a memorable speech 
described as a consensus of opinion against it. From all quarters 
the proposal was riddled with criticism. The defence of it put 
up by the Colonial Secretary was, as The Tinies points out, 
unconvincing; and one rises from a perusal of the speeches 
with a feeling that, as Disraeli said in another connection, the 
scheme is not only dead, but damned. Indeed, had a vote been 
taken upon it the Government would probably have found them 

selves in an awkward position. Afterall, there are three parties 
involved in the plan--the Jews, the Arabs, and the Mandatory 
Power. The Jews have emphatically washed their hands of it 

The Arabs, as a whole, show no real enthusiasm for it, and, i 

they accept it at all, do so only in the expectation that they 
will use it as a means of paralysing or destroying the Jewish 
National Home. In the form and with the limitations propose ’, 
cays The Times, a Legislative Council is not desired by any 
considerable section of opinion in Palestine. And judging by 
the almost unanimous hostility shown by both the House of 
Commons and the House of Lords the Mandatory nation looks 
askance at the project too. Is it wise, then, to persevere with 
it? And would the Council, if it were established, start out in 
conditions essential to the success of a delicate experiment in 
statecraft? The answers to these questions ave not in. doubt, 
and the case for delay is therefore self-evident. 

Nothing that was said by the Colonial Secretary in extenu- 
ation of the proposal availed to banish the oft-expressed feais 
as to its effects. His argument that equality of representation 
on the Council as between Arabs and Jews would be inconsistent 
with their respective numbers in the population, was farcical. 
If numbérs had been the determining consideration, then the 
J:-wish National Home, which Mr. THOMAS professes himself 
eager to protect, would not have been set up in a predominantly 
Moslem country. The argument that the Arabs could not 
damage the interests of the Yishuv because the powers of the 
Council would be severely. restricted does not bear criticism. As 
we said in our first comments on the scheme, despite all 
restrictions plenty of opportunities for mischief would be avail- 
able to the professional agitators who would find their way to 
the Council Chamber. “They could debate bills, they could debate 
the Budget, they could ask questions, and any member would be 
a child at the game if he could not use these chances to push 
is own political purposes.” In short, agitation in the country 
would be fed by agitation in the Council, Jewish confidence 
would be undermined, and Jewish enterprise in Palestine, the 
efficacy of which is now happily recognised in all quarters of 
the House, and not least by Mr. THOMAS himself, would be 
arrested. In a word, creating a Legislative Council is just 
throwing a spanner into the machinery of Palestinian revival. 
It is unthinkable as the act of serious statesmen! 

If the British Government, then, are sincere in their 
attachment to the Mandate and the spirit of the Mandate, 
they wiil_ cease to press forward the Council proposals at this 
juncture, There is no reason whatever for haste. No date, as 
Mr. THOMAS himself admitted, has ever been mentioned for the 
establishment of a Council. The Arabs are doing very well 
under the existing system. TheJews, to whom a delay of years 
would be as a day in their long and agonising hvstory, are in 
no hurry to participate in a dubious, not to say desperate, 
venture. And if there is one argument for postponement that 
should appeal with double force to this enlightened and humane 
country it is the plea that with Jewry in its present tragic 
plight, nothing should be done that would convey any threat, 
even a distant and unsubstantial one, to the solitary haven that 
is open to its fugitives. The argument was put with moving 
eloquence by Mr. CHURCHILL—to whom, as to all the 
other critics of the scheme, as well as to the Zionist 
Organisation and to the Parliamentary Palestine Committee, 
which have so _ sedulously let in the light on _ the

Jewish Place-Names 


An interesting correspondence appeared sone time ava if the 
columns of the Sunpay Times on the question of Jewish place-names in 
the British Isles. As legacies from the Middle Ages. there ure, ot course, 
Old Jewry, Jewry Street and Jewin Crescent in London; Jewry Street, 
Winchester and Jewry Lane, Canterbury; Jews’ Hall, Winchelsea ; 
Jubbergate and Jewbury (where the cemetery is said to have been 
situated) in York. Belonging to a later date are Jews’ Row, formerly 
in Chelsea (1756) and Jews’ Walk, Bethnal Green (1779): a Jews’ Row 
in Bnighton and another in King’s Lynn; Svnagogue Row in Yarmouth: 
the waguishly-named Puriun Place in Cambridge Road, Mile End, London: 
Jehu or Jew Lane in Shettield; and Jacob's Post, on Wivelstield Common 
near Burgess Hill, said to have been so named in honour of one Jacob 
Harms, who met a suspensory death on a gibbet there in 1734. In a 
class by itself stands the mysteriously-named Synagogues Well, at 
Frodsham, Cheshire—apparently bearing some relation to the Abrahaim’s 
Walk and Jacob’s Ladder, commemorating Bible loving English farmers. 
which he in the immediate neighbourhood, Southwark boasted some 
interesting Biblical street names at one time—notably Baal-Zephon 
Street, locally corrupted into Bells Evans!

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


The Million-Pounds 
Appeal 


—— 


HE Jews of Britain and the rest of the Empire are being called 
upon to raise the huge sum of one million pounds for the 
succouring of their hard-pressed German co-religionists. The 
demand on their generosity and their Jewish sentiment. is 
heavy. But the sufferings which inspire it are heavier still. 1 
cannot suppose that the last ounce of cffort and practicable sacrifice 
will not be exerted to make the Appeal as near a hundred-per-cent. 
success as is possible, and I wou!d not envy the feelings of any man 
who wantonly set himself to crab it. Yet, if we are wise, we will 
not, under the stress of quite justifiable emotion, blind ourselves to 
the full consequences of « ready response to the present call—and, 
in particular, to its implications for that elaborate system of 
domestic charity which we in this country have laboriously built 
up over a long series of years, and of which we are, on the whole, 
legitimately proud. It would be idle to assert confidently that this 
system will not suffer if the German Appeal succeeds, as we must 
all hope it will. And it would be short-sighted, therefore. if, what 
time we are pressing that Appeal home. we did not bear in mind 
the position of our own worthy causes. Indeed, Il am not straining 
the facts when I say that some, probably many, who are intimate!) 
associated with those causes, are at the moment beset with 
misgiving and anxiety. 


ET us look a little more closely at this question. A little over 
twelve years ago—in November, 1925, to be precise——-a Confer- 
ence on the subject of Charity Co-ordination was held at the offices 
of Messrs. Rothschild. It was largely and influentially attended by 
the various Jewish institutions. Among the speakers was Mr. Arthur 
Stiebel, then President of our premier charity, the Jewish Board of 
Guardians and, since a week or two azo, Senior aud Chief 
Registrar in Bankruptcy of the High Court, and he made 
these serious statements: He said that he had been through 
the reports of most of the movements represented at the meeting. 
and had found that while roughly £150,000 a year was being 
spent by them, only something over £60,000 was being ratsed in 
ubscri ptions and donations. Anyone who was interested, he 
continued, must, during the prev.ous few years, have been very 
much alarmed at the number of special appeals that had been 
issued, and the state of poverty in which so many communal 
institutions found themselves. Indeed, he went on to commit him. 
self to the proposition that only one or two charities could, in any 
sense, be called solvent, and he bluntly declared that they could not 
sit there and watch the bankruptcy of the communal charities 
without inquiry. The question that now aris:s is whether our 
communal institutions are to-day more solvent than they were twelve 
years ago, and, if they are not, we are bound, as sensible men, to ask 
ourselves where they are likely to stand after a levy of a quarter of 
a million pounds annually for four years—or, say, £200,000 a year, 
if we allow a sum of £50,000 per anuum as coming from the 
Continent and the rest of the Empire. Even if we raised the latter 
figure to £100,000 a year, it would mean that the total left for 
Britain to find—£150,000 a year—wou!ld be equivalent to the sum 
spent by most of the important charities represented at the New 
Court Conference. 


T is, of course, conceivable that our resources bave grown 60 
largely during the last twelve years that we really can manage 
this second £150,000, in addition to our normal expenditure. 
But that overlooks the possibility that the cost of running 
the Charities referred to by Mr. Stiebel may have risen 
too, and. that our additional available wealth is already mort- 
gaged to them. It takes no account, too, of the fact that, 
as in the days when Mr. Stiebel spoke, there have, in recent 
years, been a number of Special Appeals. Three successive calls 
of this kind have drawn £500,000 from the communal pockets, 
Are we quite sure that we could dip still further into those pockets, 
to the extent of another £1,000,000, without diverting funds from our 
impecunious home organisations? Even if we could be sure, might 
we not be faced, at any rate, with a paralysis of all further develop- 
ment in the field of AngloJewish effort? Even before the new 
Appeal was mooted the Deputies confessed themselves baffled in the 
search for the money to give us a really adequate defence fund 
against daily slanders. And where would the révenue come from 
during the next four years for the expansion of religious education 
and other vital communal activities, if the £150,000 a year tax for 
German Jewry should succeed? It is, of course, likely that there 
are very wealthy Jews in the Empire, some of them, no doubt, more 
or less nominal Jews, who could provide the whole of the million 
pounds without reducing themselves to beggary. Several have 
already set a shining example by the wonderful donations with 
which they have headed the new appeal. But we cannot be sure 


that the others will follow, devoutly though we hope that some of 
them will. 


I’, then, I am asked whether, in all the circumstances I have 
mentioned, | am stiil anxious to see the million pounds 
subscribed, whatever the temporary effects upon our own 
simply cannot abandon our German brethren to their fate, even

My third proposal is that the question of the co-ordination of 
Jewish charities should once again be tackled, and this time in dead 
earnest.

“The year bevan im an atmosphere of concern and anxiety. Alter thie 
drastic reductions made in every branch of the work in the preceding vear, 
there was no margin left. for further economies, and yet it was necessary 
to face an estimated deficit on the year ot some £2,000. Such a condition 
would be serious enough for any institution, but particularly so for a cen- 
tralised organisation like the Board, which has to budvet in advance for a 
large number of classes dependent upon it for their full maintenance. \ 
hand-to-mouth policy would not only destroy all the advantaves of such an 
organisation, but would be hkely to lead to serious disotyanisation... The 
situation was saved by the generosity of a few tried friends who have made 
the cause of the Board their own. The estimates for 19236 show an expected 
mecome ot £5,993, as against an expenditure of £7.668. The expenditure 
remains practically the same as last year, but, owing to the reduced attend- 
ance, the cost per child will be appreciably higher. Even without: making 
provision tor any form of expansion, the deficit for the present year cannot 
be much less than £2,000. But it is quite impossible for the Board to carry 
on effectively its educational work without the opening of new centres for the 
children who are moving away from the East End. and this is bound to lead 
to an increase of expenditure.” |

Amendments in Standing Committee 


STOPPING LOOPHOLES FOR EVASION 

The Sunday Closing Bull, or to give it its official title, the Shops 
(Sunday Trading Restriction) Bill, is at present being examined and 
amended by Standing Committee B of the House of Commons. The 
Clause principally attracting Jewish imterest is Clause 5, which contains 
special exemptions for Jewish traders. This Clause has been the 
subject of several days’ discussion and has been amended in certain 
respects. Sir Isidore Salinon, Mr. Gluckstein and Mr. Frankel were 
Jewish M.P.s on the Committee. In the debate on Clause 5, Mr. 
Giuckstein intimated that he was in a position to speak on behalf of 
the Law and Parhamentary Committee of the Board ol 
Deputies. 

The provision for Jewish traders in the Clause, as first drafted, 
permitted Jewish traders to keep open until one o'clock on Sunday after- 
noon, providing they closed on Saturdays all day. This was subsequently 
altered to allow them to keep epen till two o'clock on Sundays. 

Elaborate care has been taken to make any abuse of the special 
provisions uopossible. A special declaration will have to be made by 
those intending to avail themselves of Sunday trading facilities to the 
eflect that they cons@entiously object on religious’ grounds to trading on 
Saturday.

A notice will have to be displaved conspicuously in the shop stating 
that if as open on Sunday but not on Saturday, and where a notice of 
that kind is displayed, neither that shop nor any other shop occupicd 
by the occupiers will be able to open on Saturdays. When a Jewish 
trader has elected to keep open on Sunday instead of Saturday he will 
not be able to revoke this decision until six months after receiving the 
notice announcing that he will trade on Sundays. 

In the course of the discussion, Mr. Frankel cleared up the musunder- 
standing which had arnsen concermmg the attitude of the Jewish Board 
of Deputies to the provision allowing Jewish traders to keep open till 
two o'clock on Sundays. He made it plain that the Board did not say 
they were sateshed with this, but that they felt that 1t was as much as 
they could get. In the course of his remarks, Mr. Frankel quoted from 
‘Tue Jewtsn Curonicte which had pomted out that as a result of the 
proposed measure, many hitherto observant Jews would be compelled, 
their bread and butter’s sake’ to open on Saturdays, and a 
blow will be struck at relizious loyvalty.”’ 

Mr. Naylor put forward an argument for the deletion of the whole 
exemption Clause, asserting that m actual working tt would give rise to 
anti-Senmutac feeling by reason of offering certain privileges to Jews which 
were demed to non-Jews, i.e. peruussion to trade on Sundays. This 
view found very little support. Replying to Mr. Naylor, Mr. Loftus, 
who tu sponser of the whole Bill, said that whenever laws were made 
to provide for the consmentious objector, they were open to abuse. Bui 
scrupulous regard for the conscsentous objector was a safeguard of British 
national lie and national hberty. ‘It means that im this country,”’ 
said Mr. Loftus, *‘ we do not succumb to the herd instinct which is so 
rampant m Europe to-day. We ‘stand for the liberty of conseentious 
objectors and we would rather risk the possility of advantage bein: 
taken of our stand im that respect than do anything to infringe that 
extreme regard for undividual ltherty which is our birthright.”

Sin,— Please permit me to make several brief sugyestions to those 


concermnng themselves with the protection of interests likely to be 
ndversely afliected by.the Shops (Sunday Trading Restriction) Bill. 


The pohey, referred to mm your last issue, of asking for more than is 
expected, in the hope of obtaimng part, may be quite sound, but it 
appears to me that in this case definite and reasonable proposals would 
stand a better chance of acceptance. Everyone will agree as to ithe 
undesirability of *‘consmence’’ clauses of any description. These might 
be avoided entirely if the Bull were drafted on the following lines: 

!. Dunng the summer months (April to September, or else during 
official summer tume) every shop shall be closed erther Saturday all day or 
Sunday all day. Few except Jews would elect to close on Saturday, while 
should any non-Jews choose to trade similarly there could be little 
objection; firstly, because the number would be quite small, and, 
secondly, in view of the numerous other exemptions. 

2. Dunng the winter months only (October to March), any shop 
closed on Saturday until 4 o'clock shall be allowed to remain open until 
4 o'clock on Sunday. 

I note from the report of your Parliamentary Correspondent that 
Saturday evening opening was opposed in Committee. In addition to 
Sunday all day trading, it might be unfair, but for six months in the 
year it does not seem unreasonable to permit tirne lost on Saturday to 
be made up on Sunday, especially as, summer and winter, the Saturday 
trade is much the more valuable. 

As regards Fnday evening: the present position is that any half-day 
can be selected for closing, but once chosen, the trader is expected to 
keep it throughout the year. If a change over were permitted for the 
winter months only, the shopkeeper closing early on Friday would be 
partially compensated by remaining open on Wednesday or Thursday 
afternoon, whichever is the half-day im his district. 

Here, again, little objection could be raised. Friday evening, when 
wages are paid by a great many firms, is much more valuable from the 
trader's point of view than Wednesday or Thursday afternoon. However, 
the question of Friday evening adjustments might well be left out at 
the present juncture.

Many Jewish traders in the East End of London depend for their 
living on the business done on Sunday, and if they are compelled to 
close on that day it may mean ruin for them. Opening on Sunday morn- 


ing is not very helpful, because it is well known that people are not 
Surely, 


going to get up early on Sundays in order to do their shopping. 
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if such tremendous efforts were made on behalf of a small minority, the 
barbers, equal energy should be shown on behalf of a great muss of 
Jewish traders who have always kept the Sabbath. 


Mr. Sypney Torrance, of 254, Burdett Road, E.14, writes: 

You are to be congratulated on the firm stand you are taking in the 
matter of the Sunday Trading Bill. Jews who have remained loyal to 
the religion of their fathers have always been penalised. Economic 
conditions have continually been agamst them. Many a Jewish boy has 
broken his heart at having to refuse job after job because it would 
mean working on the Sabbath. But this is the first tume im England 
that it is proposed to penalise religious Jews by means of a Statute. 

We want religious toleration, not in theory, but in actual practice. 
Parliament dees not compel the Jew to open his shop on the Sabbath, 
but if it prevents him from carrying on his trade on Sunday, it amounts 
to the same thing. 

This principle of religious toleration is a vital one; and we may 
legitunately demand that the Board of Deputies make every effort to 
sufeguard it. 


Mr. 1. Barpicer, of 6. Wentworth Street, E.1, writes : 

If we are compelled to close our business at 2 o'clock on Sundays, we 
may as well close entirely, as no shoppers attempt to make their purchases 
before the afternoon, and the sales of that day amount to 50 per cent. of 
the week's trading. It 1s the duty of the Board of Deputies to strive 
their utmost to obtain the greatest amount of exemption for the 
observant Jew. Otherwise it means such Jews must go out of business, 
and this would cause disaster to «a great number of Jewish famihes. 

Mr. H. Kaye, of 180, Grove Road, writes: 

Whilst not directly affected by compulsory closing on Sunday, I 
nevertheless shall be senously affected if this Bill becomes law, dome 
the bulk of my business with Jewish retailers in the East End of London. 
As for the clause allowing certain shops to remain open untal 2 p.m., 
regard this concession as bemg next to useless, for | know that almost 
the whole of what trading takes place is done within the hours of 
12 noon and 8 p.m. I hope and trust that vou will exert all vour influence 
on behalf of those Jews whose livehhood depends on Sunday tradme 


Me. D. Rowxanp, of 40, Clarendon Court, N.W.2, writes : 

The firm for which I. work has been established for forty-four years. 
and we have alwavs closed on Fnday afternoon and the whole of 
Saturday, as well as on all other Jewish holidays. Sunday ts easily the 
most important day of the week, and the bulk of the business is done in 
the afternoon and evening. The reason is obvious. Our customers, the 
large majonty of thern Jewish, are mngrating to North and North-West 
London, It 1s useless expecting them te come along on Sunday morning 
to do their shopping. A great principle—that of relimous toleration-—ts 
at stake. Will the Jewish trader be allowed to keep his religion and make 
living as well’?

Sir Herbert Samuel GCB., delivered an address last Sunday 
evening, under the auspices the Association, on Liberty.” Tl 
mecting was held at 14, Holland Park Road, Kensington (the residence of 
Mr, and Mrs. Robert B. Solomon), and was presided over by Mr. Solomon. 

Sir Herbert Samuel said that the subject of his lecture was one which 
deserved to receive, and was in fact receiving, a very large measure of 
attention. Liberty was in fact being challenged to-day, and they had to 
consider afresh whether the belief in liberty did or did not rest Upon any 
sound foundation, and in approaching that subject they had at the outset 
to realise that liberty was not one single, simple idea as it was usually 
vnderstood., It was not merely a ‘] iestion of doing what one liked, but 
there were in fact several distinct kinds of liberty. He ventured to 
suggest that there were four, which must be considered separately. These 
were national liberty, political or constitutional Lberty, pr rsonal freedom 
and econoniic liberty. Sir Herbert dealt with cach of these separately. 
Taking the world as a whole he believed that there was a ninch highe 
level of personal liberty and imore widely extended than at any previous 
time in human history. It was only in Germany, Austria and Italy that 
there had been any marked retrocression of freedom and hberty.

JEWS STILL HAVE FRIENDS 
And the “Stuermer ” is Angry 


STREICHER’S ADMISSIONS 


Number Il (1936) of the SrvuerMer is noteworthy for the large 
number of “ Jew-frends” it finds to censure. One writer complains 
of a case of fnendliness shown to a Jew in Achin. another of an 
“Aryan” woman in Cologne who has “ nothing else to do than basel: 
drag the STUERMER and its canpaign into the mure.” In Hude. wie 
learn “ there are still fellow-Germans who do net understand the sizn- 
of the times” and continue to do business with Jews. In Marbure 
similar “crimes” are being committed. In Kippenheim, the Mayor. 
“a true German,” has been compelled to call upon the local population 
not to buy in Jewish shops. Among other “ Jew-friends ” pilloried 
are peasants in Gross-Schiresdorf (Silesia) and in Bruttig (Moselle) 

Number 12 contains one of the now frequent apoloqgias tor the 
STUERMER'S continued existence. “The love with which the German 
people greet the work of the SruERMER and the faithfulness with which 
they express their devotion testify to the importance which the 
STUERMER. has attamed in the fight for the people's salvation,” 1 
declares. “ The Jew realises its importance; and that is why he hates 
the STUERMER and seizes on every rumour, even the emptiest one 
which gives him hope of salvation from the nightmare of the 
STUERMER'S campaign. This hope has been m vain, and will continue 
to be so.” The same tissue repeats the charge made in the JupEN- 
KENNER, allegedly quoting the Fascist, that the Lindbergh baby was 
ritually murdered by Jews. 


JEWISH LAWYERS’ BRIEFED 
Case Dismissed 


For brefing two Jewish lawyers to plead her case before the 
Charlottenburg District Court, the wife of a Nazi official was declared 
tou have trespassed against her marital duties and to have by that fact 
prejudiced her case. 

The Nazi defendant bad withdrawn from lis wife the permussion 
to incur debts on hus behali, whereupon his wife sued him for misuse 
of his powers. She engaged two Jewish lawyers to plead tor he 
The court, however, disnussed her action without a hearing. Ut based 
its decision on the fact that the woman had engaged two Jewish 
lawyers .to represent her. By ths act, the court ruled, the woman 
had shown that she did not take into consideration the position ot 
her husband as an official of the Nazi Party, and that im itself proved 
that her husband was justilied m forbidding -her to tncur debts on 
his behalf. 


AN INQUISITION THAT FAILED 
Business Men's Protest 


For sorne time the Nazi Party, especially in provincial places, has 
made use of the decree of the Ministry of Finance which binds all 
merchants and shopkeepers to keep stock books, indicating the firms 
which supply them with goods, in order to find out whether they buy 
any goods from Jews. 

It appears, however, that many “Aryan” merchants and shop- 
keepers have complained to the Ministry of Finance against this action 
of the Nazi Party, and the Ministry has now issued orders prohibiting 
the practice and explaining that stock books can only be examined by 
the income tax authorities. 


JEWISH STORE PICKETED 
Sale Forced, Then Prevented 


The Jewish Bunp, of Berne, has published an account, sent to it 
by a pure “Aryan” German, of the shameful scenes witnessed in 
Freiburg-im-Breisgau in connection with the hquidation of a local 
Jewish multiple store which bore the name of Modern. The firm 
arranged a sale of its goods and the police agreed to protect the sale 
and enable the firm to close down in peace. Nevertheless, umiormed 
Nazi pickets were allowed, in the presence of the pohce, to stand 
outside the store and prevent customers entering. People who still 
succeeded in penetrating the store were, on leaving, molested, beaten 
and forced to have thew photographs taken. A small girl belonging 
to the Hitler Youth was attacked by the Nazis when she left with a 
parcel. They tore off her Hitler Youth badge and terrorised her. The 
police witnessed these scenes, but refused to interfere with the Nazis, 
whose exploits only terminated when the despairing owners of the firm 
closed the store. 


“A PERVERSION OF SCIENTIFIC FACTS” 
Julian Huxley on Nazi Doctrine 


In the course of a recent broadcast Mr. Lloyd George made the 
following statement: “One of the most intensely patriotic countries 
in the world—Switzerland—does not possess racial unity or a common 
language. German Nazism is wise in choosing the broad test of 
‘Aryanism’ as the sole criterion of German origin. On no narrower 
basis could they claim racial unity.” 

Professer Julian Huxley asks, in the course of a letter to thie 
Listener, “Is it not time that our statesmen should pay a little more 
attention to the scientific bases of political concepts?” He proceeds 
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to show that the Nazi doctrine of racial “Aryvanism ” 
ot smentific facts and he concludes as follows 

* There are undoubtedly thousands of Jews in Germany who are 
physically more Nordic, culturally more German, and linguistically 
just as ‘Aryan’ as Hitler or Goebbels vet by the device of stigmatis- 
ing then as ‘non-Aryan’ a justification is found for their persecution. 
Again, we know that some of the most oportant contributions to the 
rise of German culture and of the German nation have been made by 
wn-Nordic type, or of ‘non-Aryan’ descent. Beethoven, 
Goethe and Kant were none of them long-headed:; Heine and Einstein 
are Jewish. Yet by the transparent device of confusing *‘ Arvan’ with 
Nordic, and ascribing all the virtues to Nordic stock. a justification 
is found for the poltieal world-supremacy of German nationalism and 
culture. If the Germans wish to indulge in anti-Semitism and in par- 
German unperalsm, let them do so frankly. But do not let them try

to delude themselves or us by an unseentitic abuse of terms.” 
NO PURIM CELEBRATIONS 
Police Refuse Permission 
The celebration of Purim at special Jewish gatherings was this 


vear prohibited by the Nazi authorities. The Ziomst institutions were 
not allected as they had deeded to follow the exainple of the Jews m 
Palestine and refrain from all celebrations in view of the sad position 
of the Jews in the Diaspora. Other institutions, however. apphed to 
the Berlin police ho permits to organise Purun celebrations. A higgh 
police ofhe:al informed them, however, that it was unpossible for Naze 
Germany to permit the Jews to celebrate Purim or to rejoice about the 
wholesale assassinations of “Aryans ” by Jews in the time of Mordecai 
and Haman. 


JEWS WHO COMPLAINED 
Sent to Prison 


Wt Franktort-on-the-Main, the manageress of a Jewish business 
where there had been a fire remarked, in the presence of “Aryan” 
employees, that the fire brigade had shown little zeal m saving the 
property of the firm, because it was only a Jewish firm. The “Aryan” 
employees denounced her to the police and she was sent to prison 
lor three months 

At Hann.-Munden, an “Aryan” servant girl denounced her Jewish 
cuiplover, Theodor Werthem, alleging that he had made a hostile 
remark uy lus house agamst the Nazi Mayor of the town. Herr 
Werthenn demed the accusation, and although the court agreed that 
the moral character of the servant gurl was very low, it declared that 
it was still obliged to beheve the statement of an “Aryan” and not of 


dew. Herr Werthem was therefore sent to prison for a month.

HARSH TREATMENT OF THE JEWS 
Greatest Obstacle to Anglo-German Friendship 


Lord Allen of Hurtwood, Dr. G. P. Gooch, Professor Gilbert 
Murray and Lord Rutherford have addressed the following letter to 
Tue Times: “ Without international goodwill there can be no stable 
peace in Europe. It is clear that public opimion in this and other 
countries needs to be convinced that Herr Hitler is sincere in his 
professions ol peace, Something must therefore be done to restore 
the confidence upon which goodwill depends. We cannot at this 
juncture refrain from suggesting that one of the greatest obstacles 
to a good understanding between this country and Germany, one of 
the major causes of diffidence concerning her proposed re-entry into 
the League, is her harsh treatment of the Jews and increasing interfer- 
ence with religious hberty. Not only 1s it intolerable that other 
countries, and especially those bordering upon Germany, should, 
despite their economic difliculties, be obliged to cope with a flood of 
refugees, but the knowledge that those personal and spmtual rights 
which Enghshmen hold most dear are being daily violated by the 
German Government is a formidable obstacle to cordial co-operation. 
Is it too much to hope that Herr Hitler will have the greatness to 
remove that obstacle?

Who Wants H'tler as a Neighbour ? 


The following 1s an extract from a leading article in the Brrrisi 
AUSTRALIAN AND New ZEALANDER: “ Of all these war-minded nations, 
Germany, dribbling just now with pacific sentiments from Hitler's 
mouth, while his feet are set on the road to war, 1s to European peoples 
far the most dangerous. In the first place Germany has, or until 
recently has had, legitimate crievances against France, ourselves and 
other allies in the Great War. Now, she needs colonies as well as 
desiring them, Under other rule than that of the bloodstained, tvrar- 
nous, megalomaniac Hitler, to whom servile admiration is paid by his 
countrymen, while by brutality to the Jews and destruction of all! 
liberty he is plunging their country back in barbarism, Germany's 
claim to restoration of some colonies might be granted; at least it 
would have sympathy. But to-day, would Australia, for instance. 
even tolerate the idea of having Germany as a neighbour in New 
Guinea, establishing secret air bases and submarine bases, collecting 
war material for a sudden spring when German ‘ honour’ or necessity 
should demand it? No neighbouring country or colony would be safe 
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in Australasia or Africa if Hitlerite Germany got a footing there again 
Some day Hitler will die; before that Germany may tire of him and 


return to some visible standard of civilisation and international ethies. 
In the meantime, for the world’s safety, as much is allowed to law- 
abiding citizens that is demed to potential assassins, Germany must 
be given no aid to aggression, and the nations that wish to live in peace 
must arm.” 


The School Problem 


It is stated in Berlin, on good authority, that shortly after the 
Reichstag “ election ” a decree will be promulgated defining the status 
oi the proposed new Jewish schools to which all Jewish pupils will 
have to be sent. The decree will also state whether the Government

Refugees Employ British Workers 
TWO HUNDRED ENTERPRISES ESTABLISHED 

In the House of Commons last week Mr. Mander (L.. Wolver 
hampton E.) asked the Home Secretary if he was able to state the extent 
to which immigrant Jews had established new industries recently in this 
country and the number of British employees to whom work had been 
given, 

Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd, Under Secretary, replied: It is not the practice 
of the Home Office to differentiate between a Jewish and any other foreign 
immigrant, whether he comes from a continental or an extra-European 
port, and figures are not therefore available. If, however, the hon. 
member has especially in mind .refugees from Germany, it is estimated 
that during the past few years upwards of 200 enterprises covering a great 
variety of industries have been established in the United Kingdom by 
foreigners who have left that country for racial, religious or economic 
reasons, and that employment has been given directly to some thousands 
of British’ subjects.

Co-operators Protest Against Nazism 
From Rabbi ISRAEL ABRAHAMS 


To the Editor of Tuc Jewisn Curonicie 


Sirk,—I should like to bring to the notice of your readers the 
interesting sequel to a lecture that I delivered recently to the Bolton 
Branch of the National Co-operative Men's Guild. After listening to my 
address on “ The Jews and Hitler,” which | concluded with an appeal to 
all men of goodwill, whatever their race or religion, to raise their voices in 
unqualified condemnation of the Nazi persecution of the Jews, a unanimous 
resolution was passed strongly protesting against the inhuman treatment 
to which the Jewish Community in Germany was being subjected. It was 
decided to send this resolution to local Members of Parliament, and also 
to recommend its adoption by all the hranches of the Guild, which 
would then forward the resolution in the name of its 69,000 members to 
the Prime Minister. 

It is hardly necessary for me to emphasise the importance of the 
splendid action taken by the Co-operative workers of Bolton; nor need | 
stress the cumulative good effect that similar resolutions passed through- 
out the country could achieve. In the hope that the resolute and universal 
expression of British public opinion, which is indubitably a factor of 
incalculable power, may yet help to mitigate the suffering of our German 
brethren, I would strongly urge all your readers who have the opportunity 
of addressing non-Jews on the tragedy of our German co-religionists to do 
their utmost to get their audiences te follow: the excellent example set by 
members of the National Co-operative Men's Guild.

Mr. Elvin Continues the Fight 
A mass meeting, called to “ arouse public opinion against the 
deplorable conditions of refugees from Nazi Germany,” was held on 
Monday at Shoreditch Town Hall under the auspices of the Workers’ 
Circle Friendly Society. Over 2,000 persons were present, and the 
meeting unanimously adopted a resolution declaring that no time was 


‘to be lost for the cause of peace and* progress if the entire annihilation 


of the Jews in Germany was to be prevented, 
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Mr. H. H. .Elvin, the General Secretary of the National Union of 
Clerks and a member of the Trades Union Congress, who is the father 
of Mr. George H. Elvin, spoke on the efforts that have been made to 
prevent British participation in the Olympic Games. “On Saturday 
last,” he said, “ | attended a meeting of the Amateur Athletio Associa- 
tion in order to try and persuade that body to boycott the Olympic 
Games. We were not quite so successful in our efforts. We got support 
from unexpected quarters, but unfortunately, in many respects, the 
one who persuaded that meeting against us was a well-known British- 
Jewish athlete. The talk of boycott is still open and a good deal 
depends on what happens during the next six weeks, as to whether the 
boycott will succeed. 

“It is because the German Government is controlling the spirit 
the sports. movements im Germany and has broken that spirit,” 
Mr. Elvin continued, “that I beheve that every friend of humanity 
should be up on atins against that Government in regard to the Games, 
which are fixed for August in Berlin. 

“An appeal has been made in certain quarters that the great 
nations should particerpate in the Olympic Games, since otherwise the 
dithcult European situation might be aggravated. But we should have 
no hesitation——now is the time for bold action and not for timidity. 
If the British Government desires peace and wants to save the minor- 
ities from persecution, it should hit hard at the prestige which Hitler 
is trving to build up towards Germany.”

Germany's Confid:-ntia! Instructions 

In Germany, a circular issued by the authorities at Bad Tolz, the 
Bavarian spa (quoted by the Neve Tacesuci, of Paris), throws fresh 
hight on the manner in which anti-Jewish activity is being pushed into 
the background for the benefit of Olympic visitors. The circular 
reads: “Stnetly confidential. To all restaurants and larger hotels. 
Bad Tolz, hike other places, will, on the oecasion of the Olympic Games, 
be ‘visited by numbers of foreigners who, unfortunately, will have a 
false conception of.new Germany. The restaurant and hotel industry 
thus takes up a prominent position in this year of foreign visits. 
Foreign visitors must be convinced in. all circumstances that 
Germany's hospitality cannot be surpassed by any other country. In 
conjunction with the political leadership, we therefore ask you to 
handle the Jewish question lhkewise in a suitable manner.” It will be 
remembered that all Jewish visitors were summarily hounded out of 
Bad Tolz last summer. 


Sir Oswald Mos'ey at Albert Hall 


THEATRICAL ANTICS 
Heralded by his own trumpeters and drummers, Sir Oswald Mosley 
made a spectacular entry at his meeting at the Albert Hall on Sunday 
evening. On the platform there was a huge spotlight immediately above 
his head, His speech was subjected to several interruptions and at times 
his voice was inaudible above the tumult. After attacking the Govern-. 
ment and adversely criticising its foreign policy, he repeated his usual 
invective against Jews which raised considerable cheering from amongst 
his followers in the hall. He descitibed Jews as *‘ the one force alone in 
‘the world which uses international Communism and international finance.” 
On the Fascist attitude towards Jews he said: ** We have fought because 
we have been challenged, but the Jew has created it himself. Even 
Hitler was not anti-Semitic before he saw a Jew.'’ Continuing he said: 
‘When the Jews challenged Fascism they.found a force and spirit in 
Britain that money could not buy.’’. When.Fascism were given the 
victory that was inevitable, he said, the British people would see Fascism 
use the power in a British way, and it would challenge and break 
for ever in Britain the power of the Jew. After his speech a colleague 
rose and asked fcr written questions. But the spotlight was turned off 
while this young followcr was speaking and only switched on again when 
Mosley stood up to answer questions. Sixteen men and one woman were 
arrested in the strect, during and after the meeting. 
The magistrate at Westminster Police Court, Mr. K. Marshall, when 
dealing with one of those arrested in connection with the meeting, said 
that very serious allegations of brutal conduct had been made against the 
police. These would be reported to Scotland Yard for full inquiry.

The Government this week prohibited the Jewish Press from 
collecting funds for the victims of the Preytyk pogrom or from 
publishing appeals. An order was also issued to the Press fo 
bidding the publication of “ ritual murder” stories, which are now 
beginning to be spread by anti-Semites in connection with the 
approach of Passover. The Radom District Court has sentenced 
Vincent Korczak, President of the Endek Party in Przytyk, to eight 
months’ imprisonment for “conducting an agitation which led to 
the anti-Jewish riots in Przytyk.’ M. Dziadosz, the Gowernor of 
Kielce (the district in which Przytyk is situated), has been dismissed 
from his post. The police in Przytyk have contiseated the Catholic 
newspaper, MALY DzienNnik, for publishing anti 
Police searches in the neighbouring villages have resulted in the

Attacks in Warsaw, Vilna and Lodz 

In Otwock, an hour's distance from Warsaw, a bomb was thrown 
at a Jewish house near the Synagogue.

EMERGENCY CONFERENCE IN NEW 

‘The Polish Consulate in New York was last week picketed by 
Polish Jews carrying signboards inscribed: “Stop Anti Jewish 
Pogroms and Persecutions in Poland.’ The Consulate telephoned 
to Mr. Z. Tygel, Executive Director of the Federation of Polish Jews 
in America, and protested against the picketing. Mr. Tygel, how- 
ever, told the Consulate that he did not know who was responsible 
for placing the pickets, but that he was in favour of all protests 
against anti-Jewish excesses. 

The Jewish Labour Committee has issued an appeal to its 
£500,000 affiliated members to forgo one meal on April 2nd and to 
contribute the proceeds to a fund for assisting Polish Jewry. 

In a broadcast address last week, under the auspices of the 
American Appeal Committee for Polish Jewry, Congressman Emanuel 
Celler, of New York, blamed Nazi agents for the Polish riots. 
Senator Key Pittman, Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, hassent a telegram to the American Jewish Congress 
condemning the persecutions in Poland. Similar telegrams have 
been received from Congressmen John W. McCormack and John D. 
Dingell, and Senators William G. McAdoo, former Secretary of the 
Treasury, Robert F. Wagner, Frederick Van Nuys and Carter Glass. 

An emergency conference of five hundred delegates, represent- 
ing four hundred Jewish organisations, held in New York on Monday, 
called on the Polish Government to take immediate and effective 
steps to protect Jewish life and property in Poland and to restore 
equality of rights to the Jews. The conference also appealed to the 
American Government to intercede with Poland and urged the 
League of Nations to take measures leading to the re-establishment 
of law and order and equality in Poland. The conference was 
addressed by Rabbi Stephen Wise and Dr. S. Margoshes. 

The Joint Distribution Committee has cabled 5,000 dollars for 
the relief of the pogrom victims.

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Board of Guardians Annual Meeting 


LORD MAYOR AND PUBLIC ASSISTANCE COMMITYEF 


[From our Corr spondent | 

The Annual Meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held at 
the Jewish Institute on Sunday. The Lord Mayor. who was acecom- 
wed by the Lady Mavyoress, presided. The re port showed that the 
total ancome for the year was £6,405, the total « xpenditure £6,933 and 

deficit of £528. The Public Assistance Committee's grant to the 
board amounted to £400. 

Mr. Stanley Lightman, the Treasurer, in presenting the accounts 
for the year ended January 31st, said that the Report and Balance- 
sicet proved the high record of work done. They had had to contend 
with the claums of a new type of applicant for relief. Whereas, hitherto 
it was ther duty to help the ordinary type of poor working man who 
had fallen on evil days, thre were now contronted with the task of 
rendering more substantial assistance to the small tradesmen. 

whom had been generous subscnbers to the Board, but had been 
ulversely affected by the dificult economuc conditions now prevailing. 
Adverting to the accounts of the “ Victor Lightman Loan Fund.” the 
treasurer said that its activities were still being maimtamed on a 

itistactory level. The borrowers during the year numbered 361 and 
the net amount advanced in loans (free of interest) amounted to £7,639. 
Since the formation of the Loan Fund in 1924, no less a sum than 
104.048 had been advanced in small loans, free of interest, and no loss 
whatsoever had been incurred. 

The adoption of the Report and Balance-sheet was moved by the 
Lord Mayor. 

Alderman H. Morris, J.P. (President of the Board). in seconding 
the motion, paid tribute to the local Cotmmunits for the praiseworthy 
manner in which it had ralled to the cause of the Board. In referring 
to the sur of £400 received trom the Publhe Assistance Committee, 
Alderman Morris said he had always thought that that sum should 
really be larger. He was still of opinion that the local Assistance 
(‘ommuttee should follow the example of other large cities, who, by a 
considerably augmented grant from thew Public Assistance Comunit- 
tees, enabled the Jewish Boards to. do their relief work on a much 
larger seale. It was an incontestable fact that the Jewish Board of 
Guardians of Leeds, by the generous method in which they adromis- 
tered their funds, succeeded in keeping away frou, the Public Assistance 
Comnirttee, as many Jewish applicants as they posstbly could, and 
this saved the latter body a great deal of money. In making an appeal 
ior the Matzo Fund, Alderinan Morris expressed his thanks to all who 
iad co-operated in augmenting the Board's funds. Tribute to the work 
olf the Honorary Oflicers and personnel of the various Commuttees and 
Sub-Committees, was paid by Messrs. D. |. Sandelson and David 
Kiosenbhum. 

Mr. J. Gilhuson, in replying, expressed his pleasure at the presence 
©! the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress, and paid a compliment to 
Alderman H. Morms and Mr. Lightman. 

The Lord Mayor said that he and the Lady Mayoress were grate- 
ful for having been given that day an opportunity of gaining an insight 
tito the manifold activities of the Board. He had for many years 
devoted himself both officially and privately to promoting a_ better 
understanding between Jew and Gentile in the City, and he was glad 
to know that he had, as he thought, helped to eliminate much of the 
ill-feeling which appeared to exist in Leeds in an earlier day between 
the Jewish and the non-Jewish sections of the population. In regard 
to the allowance granted to the Board by the Public Assistance Com- 
nuttee, he agreed that the amount which was received from that source 
was not, in his opinion, commensurate with the vast seope of work 
vineh was covered by the Board's activities. He was therefore of 
opmon that it other large cities could see their way to hand over the 
sole admumstration of Jewish rehet to their Jewish Boards of Guardians, 
there was no reason why the same should not be done in thew own 
particular city. The manner in which the Jewish people looked after 
thew own poor stood out as a worthy example to other bodies of 
people, 

The Lady Mayoress said she felt their City owed a debt of 
gratitude to the Jewish Community for the substantial amount of 
‘uoney saved in the sphere of relief to the poor. She also referred 
t~ the happy relations which had always existed between herself and 
the Jewish Community, in whom she had always taken a keen interest. 

Mr. 8. Wolfson proposed, and Mrs. J. Cohen seconded, a vote of 
thanks to the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress.

But we allow frank and respectful discussion, even of Jews, 
and we deprecate the accusation of anti-Semitism when anything but 
fulsome praise is accorded, 

In our opinion it would be a backward tmove to set up a racial society 
oftravellers.

according to the commandment of the Law, these cities and their 
suburbs."’

IV, 41 and AIX, 2, were 
three in number and have now become six (Num. XXXV, 6 and 3). 
Surely it is enough to recall that the East side of the Jordan was 
conquered in Moses’ lifetime when three cities of refuge for accidental 
homicides were set aside in the territory conquered. The other three 
were to be appointed on the West side of the Jordan when that part of 
the country would be taken by Joshua (Ibid XXXYV, 14). Mr Diamond 
misreads Zechariah 6, 11-13, page 101. The prophet speaks of two 
crowns, that of the Priesthood and of Royalty; but not both for Joshua. 
One was for Joshua, the High Priest, the other for Zerubabel, a descen- 
dant of David, who it was hoped, would be the Civil Ruler. Both crowns 
were put away, as the country was not independent. 

The best part of the book is the Third, which cites Reports of Law 
and Custom among backward races. The account of ancient Codes of 
Assyria, of Babylon, Rome antl the Medieval Codes of Europe is excellent, 
even if the author's theory is not convincing.

THE JEWISH FESTIVALS 


The Jewish Festivals, by Rabbi Or. S. M. Lehrman, illustrated by 
Mrs. Lehrman (Shapiro Valientine, 3s. 6d.) 

Dr. Lehrman (Rabbi of the Higher Broughton Synagogue. 
Manchester) is to be congratulated on having ennched Anglo-Jewish 
literature with a volume that supphes all the desiderata of a religious 
text book—information, inspiration, lustorical background, homiletical 
colour; Mrs. Lehrman, the talented daughter of Dayan and Mrs 
Lazarus, is to be felicitated on having embellished the work with 
charming drawings instinct with Jewish feeling; and the publishers 
are to be commended for good printing and binding, and a price that 
leaves no excuse for the absence of a delightful volume from any 
Jewish household. 

These congratulations need not be modified by any note of 
enticism, for Dr. Lehrman has contrived to cover the whole eround of 
the Jewish Calendar (he even adds a chapter on the calendar itself) 
with fulness without diffuseness, and he has drawn on Midrashic 
interpretation, tune-honoured minhag, and legendary lore te 
the more formalistic associations of each testival.

would be welcomed by Orthodox Jewry. 

His pages lend pomt to one of dus concluding observations : 
“Nothing can save our behefs from lapsing into the routine ol 
mechanical acts, or can wring out of us the best in us, but a whole- 
hearted devotion to these age-long practices, these simple pneties, 
hallowed by centunes and proved by expenence to be the pure and 
unceasing sources of self-restraurit and of spiritual iInvigoration.” 

The book may be recommended for the use of adults and children 
uhke; the teacher will find in it abundant material for instruction:

ISAAC ROSENBERG 


The Progress of Poetry. An Anthology of Verse From Hardy to the 
Present Day, Edited by !. M. Parsons (Chatto and Windus, 5s. net.). 

The Faber Book of Modern Verse, Edited by Michael Roberts (Faber 
and Faber, 7s. 6d. net.). 

Isaac Rosenberg’s place in English poetry, of which I had some- 
thing to say in Tue Jewish CHRONICLE SuprLeMentT at the beginning of 
last month, seems now firmly estabhshed. Here are two new anthologies 
o* English poetry, and both contain a number of examples of Rosenberg’s 
work. In Mr. Parsons’ excellent selective collection, he appears with 
Hardy, Robert Bruiges, Gerard Manley Hopkins, W. B. Yeats, Walter 
de la Mare, Wilfred Owen, Sitegfmed Sassoon, Charles Sorley, Edmund 
Blunden, Harold Monro, H.D., D. H. Lawrence, Ezra Pound, T. 8. 
Eliot, W. H. Auden, C. Day Lewis and others. In the Faber Book of 
Modern Verse he appears with Hopkins, Yeats, Ezra Pound, Eliot, Monro, 
D. H. Lawrence, Vachel Lindsay, Wilfred Owen, Herbert Read, Robert 
Graves, Laura Riding, the Sitwells, Stephen Spender, Peter Quenne! and 
others. 

Siegined Sassoon, writing to Mr. Parsons recently, said: ‘* The 
only thing that matters is that Rosenberg should be given his due as 
one of the best of the young poets who perished in the War.”’ In 
America, too, his fatne is spreading. Congressman James A. Shanley, 
® Representative from Connecticut, and member of the Congressional 
Committee of: Foreign Affairs, when writing to Rosenberg’s publishers to 
ask for permission to quote from Rosenberg’s poems, because he 1s 
* lecturing on this distinguished. Jewish poet,’’ explained: ‘* I consider 
him one of the three outstanding poets of the War, and certainly the 
promising.”’ 

** In the peculiar freshness and originality of his mind,’’ Mr. Parsons 
writes in the introduction to his anthology, *‘ Rosenberg was among the 
most remarkable of the poets of his generation, and it 1s imposstble to 
guess what he might have accomplished had he survived the War.” 

It is interesting to see that both Mr. Parsons and Mr. Michael 
Roberts agree in including in their anthologies, among a number of hits 
poems, Resenberg’s ‘‘ Dead Man’s Dump *'’—that has been called ‘* one 
of the greatest poems of the War *’——his *‘ Break of Day in the Trenches ’ 
and ** Returning, We Hear the Larks.”’ 

It promises well for the complete Rosenberg book that Chatto and 
Windus will be publishing shortly under the .editorship: of .Mr. Gordon 
Bottomley and Mr. D. W. Harding. Mr. Bottomley has just written to 
ms about my article on Rosenberg in Tur Jewisa Suppie- 
ment: ‘* Your reminiscences have found their way to paper at a fortun- 
ate moment. It is a matter of great satisfaction to me that Mr. Harding 
has found a publisher who will issue the whole of Rosenberg’s poetry— 
everything, as it ought to have been from the first. We are fortunate, 
too, in the Amschewitz poem having been retrieved,’’ Mr. Bottomley 
adds. I wrote in my article of an album belonging to a sister of Mr. 


Amschewitz, the painter, in which Rosenberg had written a poem that, 
despite much enquiry, it had been mnpossible to traee. As a result of the 
appearance of the article in Tur Jewisn Carontcie, the former Musa

depository of Jewish wisdom: in fine, as a man of thought. 

We can lay down no hard and fast rule. Speaking broadly, 
however, the great men of Jewry were men of thought; men who, 
like Jacob, dwelt in tents. One thinks of Hillel and Akiba and the 
other distinguished names mentioned in the Talmud; of Saadiah 
and Maimonides and hundreds of others who devoted themselves 
to learning. Inu that gallery of portraits there must certainly be 
included among the moderns the name of Leopold Zunz (pronounced 
Tzuntz), who was born in 1794-and died fifty years ago—on Wednes- 
day, March 17th, 1886, which corresponded with the tenth day of 
Adar Il, 

Wherever Jews dwelt the death of Zunz was mourned. Tur 
JEWISH CHRONICLE in that week not only published an account of 
his career (from the pen of “J. J.,"" probably the late Joseph Jacobs) 
but also devoted. its Leader to Zunz and his work. Jews felt that 
Leopold Zunz was ¢, remarkable pioneer in a sphere of vital 
importance to Jewis’ Sife, namely Jewish Learning; and so firmly 
is his life-work established that to-day, fifty years after its termina. 
tion, it still possesses significance for us of a later age. The 
occasion is eminently worthy of the advice of Ben Sirach, “ Let us 
now praise famous men!” 

Zunz was born on August 10th, 1794, in Detmold, the family 
name being derived from the little town of Zons on the Rhine. 
From the cradle to the grave Zunz was unfortunate ; one can under- 
stand so well that throughout his life he was a disappointed 
man. but for his comfort he was gifted with idealism and with 
strong convictions, and he was happy in his married life, although 
he was childless. His parents were poor and sickly, both dying 
young, and he himself had a weak coustitution. But Nature had 
endowed him with a singularly gifted mind, determination and a 
capacity for hard work, so that, despite his frail body, he lived to the 
age of ninety-two. 

In 1786, a Jewish Free School had been opened at Wolfenbiiitel 
by the munificence of Philipp Samsan; in 1803 Zunz was admitted as 
a pupilthere. (In that generation Free Schools were regarded as the 
prime need of the time in all Jewish Communities; our own London 
Jews’ Free Schoo) was established in 1732, first asa Talmud Torah 
School; and like the Samson School, was the alma mater of many 
a distinguised man in Jewry). Young Zunz made remarkable 
progress; in due course he was attending lectures at the University 
of Berlin; in 1821 he took his degree at Halle. During his student 
days he maintained himself by giving lessons; after graduating 
what else could he do but teach? From 1826 to 1830 he taught at 
the Jewish School of the Berlin Community ; from 1840 to 1850 he 
was Principal of the Training College for Teachers. One or two 
opportunities offered themselves to him to enter the ministerial 
calling; but though he was a Preacher for a time, in Berlin and 
Prague, and though his sermons were much above the average, the 
life did not appeal to him. He was too independent, or perhaps his 
inclinations were in another direction. 

He taught or preached to earn his livelihood, and a meagre 
return was his lot. But his passion was learning. ‘To know, to find 
out more, to get at the heart of knowledge—that was his life-work. 
His first great book was a study of public instruction in ancient 
Israel (“ Die gottesdienstlichen Vortrage der Juden”), in which was 
reviewed the growth of the Midrash and the entire technique of

Many times yet will the sun rise ou 
the generation to find it still town in shreds, tossing like a ship with 
outa compass, clutching at baptism, without conviction or principle 
vegetating in the dust of ages, hoping for the Messiah's ass. 

Perhaps Zunz realised the paramount significance for Jewish Life 
of devotion to Jewish Learning. 

What is the purpose of Jewish Learning? It is the salt in the 
dough; it is the spice of Jewish life; it is the motive power from 
which all Jewish action springs. Jews must know what they stand 
for; they must know their history and their purpose in the scheme 
of the universe. For this Jews need to be instructed. A genera- 
tion of ignorant Jews, of Jews who do not know, is a pestilential 
generation. Charity will not save them. They will be lost in their 
environment, leaving behind empty Synagogues as museum pieces, 
and the memory of a great organised effort which ended in futility 
Jews must have knowledge—or they perish. To obtain knowledge 
they must cultivate scholarship, true scholarship of the quality of 
that of Zunz, not the spurious kind of scholarship which is 
often encountered these days. in AngloJewry, which crows 
like three cocks when it publishes a “learned paper” of 
two pages or less on some remote subject of small interest, and 
which pants after titles and the vanity of being called Professor, 
with the same avidity as the hart panteth after the water brook. 
O? that sort of spurious Learning, which is really Make-believe, we 
have more than enough in our midst. But fortunately a new 
generation is arising, trained and educated in this country, who 
write and speak the King's English so as to make their M ork accept. 
able to the world around them, men who cultivate Jewish learning 
in the old tradition of the giants, among whom Zunz predominated. 


If Anglo-Jewry is tosurvive, it needs besides Synagogues and Rabbis 


and Teachers and Chanters, men who cultivate Jewish learning and 
who disseminate that learning among the people in the spirit of 


Leopold Zunz.

Like the lepers of old—anoyving about 
ing a bell and erying “Unclean, unclean !"—fifteen mualhon civilised 
people were beng driven from the streets of Europe. In Atnea, Asi 
and Europe, they were being demed the birthnght of mankind. Not 
for the sake of the Jews, but for the sake of the selt respect ol Cliristiai 
men and women, this problem would have to be taced now. 

The Nazi propaganda against these untortunate people did not 
merely affect the five hundred thousand Jews in Germany, but’ the 
five million Jews in Poland, Austria, the Baltic States, Rumania and 

The enormous tnflux of Jewish eapital into Palestine had enabled

“It would be an easy way out, but a 
disgraceful poliey, and it would put an end to the last hope of the 
Jewish people.”

The expenence of the last sixteen years had been that so far from 
injuring the Arabs, British rule had been the salvation of the Arab 
fellaheen of Palestine. Too often when justice to the Arab was con- 
sidered, 1t was the well-to-do Arab who was being considered. If 
he was protected, he was protected not against the Jew, but against 
lus poorer fellow-Arabs. 

The land legislation proposed for Palestine was better for the 
Arab upper class than for the Arab lower class, and it was disastrous 
for the Jews. Land was from two to three times as expensive in 
Palestine as it was here, and everything which tended to restrict 
the amount of land available for purchase would still further send up 
the price of what little there was in the market. 

The immugration law would put upon the Jewish immigrant the 
onus of proving that he had a right to live in Palestine. The Legisla- 
tive Council would be an Arab one, because the Jews had made it clear 
that they would not take part in it, and in any case it had a statutory 
Arab majority. Of the fourteen Arabs on the Council, three were 
Christians, and they were far more anti-Semitic than the Moslems. 


An Arab Dictatorship 


When all legislative power was in the hands of a permanent 
government, with a majority which no general election could change, 
they had the beginnings of a dictatorship by one section of the 
population over another. Communal representation ensured the 
election of members of a particular community of people who would be 
extreme and not moderate in their opposition to the rival community. 

The new consititution had been rejected by the Jews. The Arabs 
were still making up their minds. The responsibility of the British 
Government was far greater. The leadership of the world was in their 
hands that day and the possibility of building up a friendly population 
im Palestine, firm in the support of that justice and hberty for which 
Britain stands, was of greater importance than ever before.

Colonial Secretary's Sympathy 

Mr. J. H. Thomas (Secretary of State for Colonies), replying to the 
debate, said that if he were asked if the Jew in Palestine was a good 
citizen, or whether further help and encouragement in the maintenance 
of his national home were needed, he would, without hesitation, say 
“Yes.” His sympathy was entirely with the Jews. 

He could assure the House that the question of increasing the 
Bonds from £1,000 to £2,000 would not be proceeded with. There 
would be no question of interference with the power, influence and 
authority of the Jewish Agency. 

The British Government was pledged to a legislative assembly. 
If the High Commissioner believed that he carried out the will of the 
British Government, it was up to the Government to support him in 
the difficult job which he had at the moment. 

When the High Commissioner, with all his knowledge, asked the 
Government to give effect to the pledge which the Government 
instructed him to give, no government could disregard the advice.

They must do nothing to check the present policy in regard to 
the Jews in Palestine. To do so would be to strike a blow against 
both Palestine and this country, he declared. 

Col. Clifton Brown (C., Hexham) said that however sorry one 
might feel for the sufferings of the Jews in Europe, it had to be 
remembered that beyond Palestine were millions of Arabs over whose 
countries Britain’s communications went to the East, and if the 
inhabitants of these countries were not friendly those communications 
might be endangered. It was quite reasonable to understand how 
much the Arabs feared this Jewish invasion, and fear was one of the 
greatest dangers to peace. If the proposals of the High Commissioner 
were rejected now, his prestige would go down with the Arabs. 

Even if the Council was a badly composed one, it would be of 
great value in helping to form that public opinion by which alone 
Arabs and Jews would begin to think of themselves first as 
Palestinians and afterwards as Jews and Moslems.

Project Drowned in Unanswerable Objections 
A HAZARDOUS AND HASTY SCHEME 


Mr. Winston Churchill’s Plea for Persecuted Jewry 


A LENGTHY DEBATE ON THE PROPOSED LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL WAS HELD IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS ON TUESDAY 

EVENING. ADVERSE CRITICISM OF THE PLAN WAS VOICED BY MEMBERS REPRESENTING ALL PARTIES. MR. WINSTON 

CHURCHILL, IN PARTICULAR, DELIVERED A PASSIONATE PLEA FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF THE STATUS QUO IN PALESTINE 
IN VIEW OF THE PLIGHT OF THE JEWS IN GERMANY 


Col, Wedgwood (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) raised the question 
of the new Constitution for Palestine and the persecution of the Jews. 
He said that humanity was faced with two crises, the danger from 
Dictators and the “awful fate of the Jews.” 

Jews were acclimatising themselves to being classed as outlaws 
and outcasts, and it could not go on without humamty and civilisation 
having something to say. Like the lepers of old—moving about ring- 
ing a bell and crying “Unclean, unclean!”—fifteen muilhon civihsed 
people were being driven from the streets of Europe. In Africa, Asia 
and Europe, they were being denied the birthnght of mankind. Not 
for the sake of the Jews, but for the sake of the self-respect of Chnstian 
men and women, this problem would have to be faced now. 

The Nazi propaganda against these unfortunate people did not 
merely affect the five hundred thousand Jews in Germany, but the 
five million Jews in Poland, Austria, the Baltic States, Rumama and 
Greece. 

The enormous influx of Jewish capital into Palestine had enabled 
the land to support a far denser population than any comparable land 
in the world. With further capital apphed to imtensive cultivation, 
it could carry at least twice the present number per acre. The other 
possibility for the starving Jews in Poland was in Transjordan, where 
the Arabs were willing to have the Jews in order that they might 
secure the high prices for land that they were willing to pay. 

“Success has come to the experiment in Palestine beyond 
anticipation, but all will be jeopardised if we hand over control of 
the country to the people who don’t want the Jews in Palestine at 
all,” Mr. Wedgwood added. “It would be an easy way out, but a 
disgraceful policy, and it would put an end to the last hope of the 
Jewish people.” 

That was why there was in the House that day. an almost 
unanimous opinion among everyone who had been in the country that. 
whatever happened, Palestine must not be surrendered. The Labour 
Party would be the last in the House to urge the colonisation of 
Palestine by Jews if that colomsation would result in the destruction 
of the native races, or the deterioration of their status. 

The experience of the last sixteen years had been that so far from 
injuring the Arabs, British rule had been the salvation of the Arab 
fellaheen of Palestine. Too often when justice to the Arab was con- 
sidered, it was the well-to-do Arab who was being considered. If 
he was protected, he was protected not against the Jew, but against 
lus poorer fellow-Arabs. 

The land legislation proposed for Palestine was better for the 
Arab upper class than for the Arab lower class, and it was disastrous 
for the Jews. Land was from two to three times as expensive in 
Palestine as it was here, and everything which. tended to restrict 
the amount of land available for purchase would still further send up 
the price of what little there was in the market. 

The immigration law would put upon the Jewish immigrant the 
onus of proving that he had a right to live in Palestine. The Legisla- 
tive Council would be an Arab one, because the Jews had made it clear 
that they would not take part in it, and in any case it had a statatory 
Arab majority. Of the fourteen Arabs on the Council, three were 
Christians, and they were far more anti-Semitic than the Moslems. 


An Arab Dictatorship 


When all legislative power was in the hands of a permanent 
government, with a majority which no general election could change, 
they had the beginnings of a dictatorship by one section of the 
population over another. Communal representation ensured the 
election of members of a particular community of pedple who would be 
extreme and not moderate in their opposition to the rival community. 

The new consititution had been rejected by the Jews. The Arabs 
were still making up their minds. The respansibility of the British 
Government was far ter. The leadership of the world was in their 
hands that day and the possibility of building up a friendly population 
in Palestine, firm in the support of that justice and liberty for which 
Britain stands, was of greater importance than ever before. 

The promise was that of a Legislative Council when democratic 


institutions had been tried in Palestine. “Could we not say that the 
time had not quite come aud we could not yet judge of the results of 
the municipal enterprise? ” asked Mr. Wedgwood. “In any case, 
we were never pledged to this particular scheme which ruined any 
chance of developing Palestine in the future as it had been developed 
in the past, supported by English justice, financed by Jewish capital 
and inspired by the desire of a great people for freedom,” he 
concluded. 

Mr. Crossley (C., Stretford), who declared that he was not an anti- 
Zionist, said there was another background as well as the world 
Jewish background te this problem. The Arab had been settled m 
Palestine for 1,400 years. 

They were tied up with the Mandate now, but if they could have 
looked forward then to the experience of the last few years, they would 
never have embarked on that Mandate which was really a contra- 
diction in terms. In a very small country they could not make a 
national home for a great world people without prejudice to the rights 
of the other inhabitants. The system he wanted to plead for was a 
system of cantonisation. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair (C., Caithness) said it was profoundly 
untrue that the Mandate contained a contradiction in terms. He 
recognised to the full their obligations to the Arabs for their services 
in the War. The Jews were doing a great work in Palestine, not only 
for Jewry, but for the Arabs too. 

He was sorry that the Government were now proposing measures, 
the effeet of which would be to restmct Jewish enterprise. Rather 
should they be proposing measures which would help Jews and Aral 
to develop theu country in the common interests of both. 

Regarding the social services, the Jews deserved greater help from 
the Government than they were now receiving. The proposed raising ot 
the nunimmum capital required from unmigrants was a serious blow, 
particularly at German Jewish imuinigration. 

Regarding the Legislative Council, these proposals were almost 
completely fmendless. They had stimulated discord between Arab and 
Jew and even among the Arabs themselves. None supported the 
proposals with enthusiasm. Representative assemblies could only 
work on a basis of consent. In Palestine, this new body was to have 
a majority of elected members pledged to defeat the Mandate and 
secure its repeal. Jewish interest in, and Jewish contributions towards 
the prosperity of Palestine entitled them to parity of representation 
on the Council. 

He suggested the setting up of a Royal Commission to be sent to 
Palestine and to be given the task of advising Parliament when the time 


would be ripe for the provision of a Council and on what lines it should 
be constituted. 


Colonial Secretary's Sympathy 

Mr. J. H. Thomas (Secretary of State for Colonies), replying to the 
debate, said that if he were asked if the Jew in Palestine was a good 
citizen, or whether further help and encouragement in the maintenance 
of his national home were needed, he would, without hesitation, say 
“Yes.” His sympathy was entirely with the Jews. 

He could assure the House that the question of increasing the 
Bonds from £1,000 to £2,000 would not be proceeded with. There 
would be no question of interference with the power, influence and 
authority of the Jewish Agency. 

The British Government was pledged to a legislative assembly. 
If the High Commissioner believed that he carried out the will of the 
British Government, it was up to the Governnient to support him in 
the difficult job which he had at the moment. 

When the High Commissioner, with all his knowledge, asked the 
Government to give effect to the pledge which the Government 
instructed him to give, no government could di the advice. 
Arab and Jew did work together in the economic field, as the magnifi- 
cent development of the country proved, and that was justification 
ere that the same spirit could be developed in the political 

Mr. Churchill (C., Epping) said that everyone would agree with 
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Mr. Thomas on the importance of keeping pledges, but the question 
which somewhat escaped notice in Mr. Thomas's statement was what 
exactly the pledge was. 

As he understood it, the pledge that was given at Geneva was to 
rove steadily forward into legislative self-governing institutions, but 
the gssue which arose now was, had the moment come to take that step 
and was this the right way to take it? 

When the undertaking at Geneva was given, there was to be an 
oxpe riment in municipal local governinent, and if the experiment 
-ueceeded, there was to be a forward movement into the larger sphere 
of eentral government. There were still inmany districts where the 
Arabs had been quite incapable of forming the elements out of which 
these local institutions could be made. 

“Why cannot you continue the educational process a little 
longer?” Mr. Churchill asked. 

He had been reading of the deplorable conditions that developed 
in Ceylon from hasty action ; and from the point of view of the pledge, 
and of the Arabs themselves, and of Palestine, it wou!d be most unwise 
to take the plunge at this moment. 

“JT, personally, feel great doubts whether the Balfour Declaration 
is safe,” Mr. Churchill added. “If you have an Arab majority you 
will have continued fnetion between the principles of that Declaration 
and the steps which must be taken to give effect to that Declaration, 
and the wishes of the Arab majority.” 

He himself made most of the settlements governing the Palestine 
situation over fourteen years ago. “The Emir Abdullah is in Trans- 
jordan, where I put him one Sunday afternoon at Jerusalem.” Mr. 
Churchill added. “I acted upon the advice of that great man, Colonel 
Lawrence, who was at my side, in making this arrangement, which I 
believe has stood the test of many changes of Government through- 
out the Middle East. I cannot conceive,” said Mr. Churchill, “ that 
you will be able to reconcile at this juncture the development of the 
policy of the Balfour Declaration with the policy of an Arab majority 
on the Legislative Council. 

“IT always consider how our administrators must be judged in 
countries hke Syria, because they can conduct progressive administra- 
tion with the comparatively small force we employ in Palestine. 

“Do not be in a hurry to overturn this existing system. It is 
working very well. You are in the full tide of a successful experi- 
ment in British administration and your local Government is moving 
forward in a very slow manner. Therefore, surely you can afford to 
wait for some other time ” 

Did Mr. Thomas suggest that if he decided that this matter could 
not go forward this year he would feel guilty of a breach of faith with 
the League? asked Mr. Churchill. 

It was absurd. If the British representatives at Geneva explained 
the position as it had been explamed in the House, they would get 
cordial support for not taking this step at the present moment. 


The Coid. Posrom in Germany 

There was an added emphasis upon all this question of Jewish 
migration which came from other quarters at a time when the 
Jewish race in a great country was being subjected to most horrible, 
cold, scientific persecution; a brutal persecution; a cold pogrom, as it 
had been called. People had been reduced from affluence to ruin and 
then, even in that position, denied the opportunity of earning their 
daily bread. Every form of concentrated human wickedness was cast 
upon these people by overwhelming power, by vile tyranny. (Cheers.) 

“ When that is the case,” said Mr. Churchill, “ surely the House of 
Commons will not allow the one door which is open, the one door 
which allows some escape from these conditions, to be summarily 
closed, or even allow it to be suggested that it may be obstructed by 
the course we take now.” (Cheers.) 

Unless the Government gave a far more satisfactory undertaking 
than had fallen from Mr. Thomas, he hoped the two Opposition 
parties would choose a supply day at a suitable time when they could 
bring the matter to a division. 

Capt. Cazalet (C., Chippenham) said that the step the Government 
was taking was a rash and dangerous one. He was glad to hear words 
of praise of the tact and sympathy the present High Commussioner 
had shown in the past few years. 

Nothing was to be gained by trying to play off one community in 
Palestine against another. Could they not defer the setting up of thus 
Legislative Council without being accused of having broken their 
promuse ? 

No doubt there might come a time when the position would be 
ripe for the setting up of some responsible Government at the centre, 
but that time was not now. 

It was suggested that there were hordes of Arabs in Palestine 
who were being deprived of land. That was not true. If the Jews 
continued to purchase land there for 100 years, at the same rate as 
they have been purchasing, they would not then own half of the 
cultivable area of Palestine. The most prosperous Arab farmers were 
in the Jewish districts. 

They must do nothing to check the present policy in regard to 
the Jews in Palestine. To do so would be to strike a blow against 
both Palestine and this country, he declared. 

_ Col. Clifton Brown (C., Hexham) said that however sorry one 
might feel for the sufferings of the Jews in Europe, it had to be 
remembered that beyond Palestine were millions of Arabs over whose 
countries Britain’s communications went to the East, and if the 
inhabitants of these countries were not friendly those communications 
might be red. It was quite reasonable to understand how 
much the Arabs feared this Jewish invasion, and fear was one of the 
greatest dangers to peace. If the proposals of the High Commissioner 
were rejected now, his prestige would go down with the Arabs. 

Even if the Council was a badly composed one, it would he of 
great value in helping. to form that public opinion by which: alone 
Arabs and Jews would begin to think of themselves first as 
Palestinians and afterwards as Jews and Moslems. “It would be fatal 
to our prestige if we backed down now, having set our hands to the 


plough. 
Mr. Amery and Equal Rights 
Mr. Amery (C., Sparkbrook) considered the proposed Constitution 
for Palestine as extraordinarily lacking in originality under conditions 


so novel and peculiar as those of Palestine. Where there was a 
majonty hostile to a minority, the special members of the Government 
would be placed in a false position. The burden of defending the 
nunority should not fall on the Government. There should be equal 
representation. It was the essence of the Mandate that there should 
be equal mght for the two communities. The nght of the Jew to come 
to lus national home did not prevent the Arab staying m his national 
home. He would urgently recommend the Colonial Minister to send 
out a Conmmission to inquire into what would be the best method of 
carrying out the desire for a representative institution without 
detriment to the whole policy of the Mandate. 

Palestine was the most effective air centre in our system of 
Imperial communication, and Haifa was an important oil and Naval 
A prosperous, developing Palestine, bound to this country by 
ties of gratitude, was worth having. 

Mr. Silverman (Lab., Nelson and Colne), speaking as a Jew, said 
the expressions of sympathy he had heard would go to all the world 
as a gleam of hght in a distracted world. 

“The true tragedy is not the tragedy of the Jew,” he added, “but 
of a great people, for so long foremost in culture and civilisation, who 
have rattled back in two or three years into ‘primitive barbarity.” 

No step had been taken in Palestine which had added to the 
civilisation of the country which had not at the same time served to 
raise the status of the whole native population. It.was not the time, 
when Palestine was beginning to flourish, to introduce new cogs into 
the machine. 

“Is it quite enough,” asked Mr. Silverman, “to confine your 
attention to the number of Jews and Arabs im Palestine? Are there 
not a great many Jews outside Palestine with a stake in this 
experiment ?” 

Mr. Mareus Samuel (C., Putney) said that to conduct the negotia- 
tions preliminary to the final draft of the new Constitution in 
Palestine, where the air was charged with remembrances of past 
disputes, would be unwise. He suggested that a conference between 
leading Arabs and Jews be held in London. 

Mr. Tom Willams (Lab., Don Valley) said that not only the 
Jewish Community in Palestine, but in this country and throughout 
the world was hostile to this premature movement, which nmught 
disturb not only the relationship between Jews and Arabs in Palestine, 
but might have a very decided effect with regard to the establishment 
of a Jewish National Home. 

The Mimster should do nothing that was calculated to arouse 
passion and retard the economic and social progress that was taking 
place.

A Blow at Jewish Interests 

Major Procter (C., Accrington) believed.that the establishment ot 
a Council would be regarded throughout the world as a blow at Jewish 
interests. The agitation against the ,JJews had been inspired by the 
Arab absentee landowners. 

Captain Strickland (C., Coventry) said that although the Jews’ 
were only 25. per cent. of the population, they: paid something hke 
75 per cent. of the taxation. He would like to be able to give the 
House one example only of where the spread of Arab administration 
had been a success. It could not be done. 

“I do plead with this House,” said Captain Strckland, “to pause, 
seriously before it lends itself to these proposals.”

Modernising Palestine’s Railways 
EXPERTS’ REPORTS 


[From our Correspondent —JERUSALEM ] 


One of the problems facing the Government of Palestine during 
these days of economic resurgence, has been the severe competition 
to which its railway system is subjected by progressive road transport, 
which has made greater strides than the railways in the past 
few years. 


A committee of local official and civilian expert elements 
was appointed some years ago to consider the whole problem and 
bas been submitting recommendations on various aspects. Sir 
Felix Pole and Mr. C. M. Jenkin Jones, two noted British railway 
experts, were invited last year to recommend improvements in the 
system, whilst Messrs. Price Waterhouse and Co., chartered 
accountants, sent Sir Laurence Halsey to Palestine to inquire into 
finaucial organisation. Their reports have now been published. 

It will come as a surprise that, in spite of a fairly substantial 
surplus that will be almost £7,000,000 by the end of March, the 
Government finds some of the useful recommendations “ unjustified 
at this juncture.” Briefly summarised, the High Commissioner's 
consideration of the proposals has resulted in shelving the scheme 
of constructing a new line at an estimated cost of £P.504,000 from 
Jaffa to Magdiel (through the Sharon) to improve the communica- 
tions betweeen Jaffa and Haifa by eliminating delays at Lydda 
junction, and building a loop line between the Lydda-Jaffa and 
Lydda-Haifa lines north of the junction. Sir Felix Pole’s recom. 
mendation for a joint passenger station for Jaffa and Tel-Aviv and 
the substitution “if the financial situation permits in the near 
future,” of a plan to enlarge the Jaffa passenger station for goods 
traffic and convert the Tel-Aviv station into a goods depot, together 
with another station for passengers, has also been rejected.

FARMERS IN THE MAKING 


Fifty-three German-Jewish boys and girls between the ages of 
15 and 17 sailed for the co-operative colony of Ein Harod this mouth, 
according to a statement from the headquarters of Hadassah. This 
is the latest group to be transported from Germany through the 
Youth Aliyah movement, of which Hadassah is the American agency. 

The new contingent has been ass gned to Ein Harod. in the 
i:mek, to replace a similar number that has completed a two-year 
training course in farming. Of the graduating group of 59, the first 
sent to Palestine following the establishment of the Hitler regime 
in Germany, 42 chose to make agriculture their vocation and decided 
to establish a co-operative settlement of their own in Sheikh Avreik, 
nearby community. 

Mrs. David B. Greenberg, Chairman of the National Youth 
\liyah Committee of Hadassah, points out that the German-Jewish 
children, the majority of whom come from urban districts, are 
readily acclimatizing themselves to a life on the soil, and judging 
by the Ein Harod group, mostly prefer to remain farmers rather than 
seck work in industrial centres.

Sca of Galilee 
From Mr. J. A. LECKIE, M.P. 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—I was prevented last week from moving my resolution 
calling attention to the continued desecration of this lake owing to the 
authorities of the Honse having put down the Caledonian Power Bill for 
consideration on that evening. I think this explanation is due to your 
readers, many of whom are interested in the question. The resolution I 
intended to move was as follows: ** That in the opinion of this House, 
His Majesty's Government should take immediate steps to prevent further 
damage to the lake by the Corporation, and to undo, as far as possible, the 
damage already done.” 

I am hoping to get an opportunity to bring the matter before the 
House of Commons later. 

In the meantime, may I be allowed to explain that as the result of 
our representations to the Colonial Office and the High Commissioner for 
Palestine, some of the evils complained of in my letter to you early in 
August last have been mitigated. But the main objection still remains 
unabated, viz, the damage done by the continued raising and lowering of 
tho level of the Lake owing to the operation of the dam and sluice gates 
fixed by the Palestine Electric Corporation at the exit of the River Jordan 
from the Lake. 

My friend, Captain Whitney, who has spent the winter in Palestine 
and who has visited the Sea of Galilec for weeks at a time, has sent mea 
number of photographs taken by himself early in January, and they prove 
conclu-ively that during that dry season—-although the Lake was only 
about five to six feet below it normal level—hundreds of yards of 
unsightly foreshore are exposed, cutting off access to the Lake in the 
ordinary way and leaving large pools of stagnant water—the breeding 
place of mosquitoes and other insccts. / 

They show also that a wall is being erected right along that beach 
associated with our Lord’s miracle of the fishes after His Resurrection, 
thus completely spoiling its amenity. We arc told that its object isto 
prevent the flooding of the land beyond during the rainy season when the 
lake is dammed up above its normal level. But that is quite an insuffic- 
ient reason for spoiling one of the sacred spots on the lake. 

Nothing will satisfy Christian people and also the Jews, Arabs and 
Bedouins who reside there, but-the removal of the sluice gates and the 
erection of a permanent dam at the normal level of the Lake, so that it 
may revért to its natural condition as it was in Our Lord’s time. 

I trust that the Electric Corporation may even yet see their way to 
agree to this. It would be a fine gesture on their part. Just as the 
Palestine Government has safeguarded the Wailing Wall in Jerusalem, 
one of the sacred places of the Jews, so the Jewish people ought to join 
the Christians in safeguarding for all time a Lake so closely associated 
with the life and ministry of Our Lord.

“New Zionist ” Organisation Manifesto 
| A TEN-YEAR PLAN 


Mr. Viadimir Jakotinshy, President of the New Zionist Organisa 
{ion, bas issued a manifesto in connection with the first convention 
of the New Zionist Organisation, which is to take place next August. 
Every possessor of a “ Zionist Citizen Certificate” bas the right to 
take part in the elections to the convention. A campaign for 
distributing the certificates will be launched. 

The first National Assembly will meet in 1937: if the number 
of votes cast will give the Assembly sufficient authority, it will pro- 
claim the definite constitution of the “Jewish Nation” as recog- 
nised by the Palestine Mandate. Its main task, however, will be to 
approve the ten-year plan for the upbuilding of the Jewish State 
and to hand it to the various Governments. This year’s Convention 
will pave the way for the first National Assembly and its tasks. 

The Presidium will place before the Convention the lines of the 
ten-year plan. One of these entails especial social responsibility 
and the permeation of the “ mobilisation” principle into the labour 
relations of the Jewish colonisation work in Palestine.

Important Tributes to its Work 


SAFEGUARDING HUMANITY FROM MORBID DICTATORISM 


Lady Seligman was “At Home,” at 17, Kensington Palace Gardens; 
on Sunday last to members of the Jewish Health Organisation. Sir 
Charles Seligman presided. 

Dr. J. Anison Giover, Senior Medical Officer to the Board of 
Edueation, addressed the meeting, and said that the East London Child 
Guidance Clinic, which was the senior pioneer clinic in the country, 
ministered to a section of the poorest children in London, without distine- 
tion either of race or creed. The Board of Edueation took the greatest 
interest in the work of the Clinic, and in May last year, for the first time, a 
grant was made. This illustrated the normal English way of procedure, 
which encouraged voluntary effort to explore and initiate experiments of 
this nature, and then gave them official recognition when it was found that 
the work they were doing was publicly valuable. 

Dr. W. M. Fetoman described the aims and objects of the Organisa- 
tion, and said that their popular lectures at the Whitechapel Art Gallery 
had beeh extremely well attended. They had attempted to 
disseminate instruction in English and Yiddish on health subjects. An 
important activity of the Jewish Health Organisation had been the estab- 
lishment of medical supervision at Talmud Torahs and Hebrew Schools. 
On the scientific side of their work, their Statistical Bureau was collecting 
important records. 

Dre. Huan Gatnsporovenr, appealing for funds for the Organisation, 
said that as the members were professional men it was difficult for them 
to collect money. The local of their Clinic. was not ideal, and although 
they were extremely grateful to the Council of the school in which their 
Clinic was housed, its assoctation often led to misunderstanding as to its 
work and methods. Their annual expenditure of £1,200 represented a 
very modest sum. Inadequate nutrition, said Dr. Gainsborough, which 
was the source of so much subsequent illness, was not only caused by 
poverty. They wanted to establish a dietetic clinic, but all their efforts 
were hampered by the want of funds. 

The CHarrMan read a letter from Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the Director 
of Jewish Education, ‘‘testifying to the splendid work which your body 
is domg for Jewtsh schoolchildren,’’ and declaring that Jewish education 
owed a lasting debt of gratitude to the Jewish Health Organisation. 

Dr. Emanvet Miniter thanked the speakers. Nervous and psycho- 
logical disorders, he said, had very definite social effects on all those who 
came into contact with the sufferer. If the mothers of Hitler and 
Mussolini had taken their children to a Child Guidance Clinic, the world 
would be very different to-day. Dr. Miller announced that on May 18th 
Lady Cynthia Colville would hold an ‘“‘At Home’’ at the Clinic, and 
would demonstrate in a dramatic manner, with the aid of a film, the 
difficulties of children who attended there. On May 25th, Dr. Alfred 
Adler, from Vienna, would come to the Clinic and demonstrate to 
members of the medical profesmon his methods of diagnosis. The advance 
of psycho-therapy, said Dr. Miller in conclusion, was proved by the fact 
that a text book contaiming 600 large pages on the psychological 
difficulties of children had now arrived from America. They were thus 
shown that the Jewish Health Organisation was wise when it initiated its 
East London Child Guidance Clinic.

SUNDAY TRADING 


Jews in Canada, too, are faced with the problem of Sunday 
trading. In a leading article, the Jewisnu JourRNAL, of Toronto, points 
out that Jews in Canada have never claimed that exceptions be made 
for them, nor have they asked for any spegial legislation in their 
favour. But they do insist on enjoying the same legal rights as the 
other citrzens, and on not being subjected to any unfair discrimination. 

These remarks are evoked because Jewish bakers have again been 
charged before the courts for distributing bread on Sundays. A special! 
by-law allowing Jews to distribute bread on Sundays is under considera- 
tion, but that seems superfluous. It should be a matter of course for 
‘Jews to deliver bread on Sundays. In the same way as it is a matter of 
course to allow the sale of drugs, milk and petrol, or serving meals. 
The *‘Lord’s Day’’ Act is a Federal law which every community must 
carry out as it deems necessary. The Attorney General of Ontario is. 
therefore, responsible for its local administration. About thirty years 
ago, Jewish bakers pointed out to the Attorney General that, as they are 
not allowed to make bread on Saturdays and can only do so on Saturday 
night, they are compelled to distribute the bread on Sundays. It wa- 
then admitted that the claim was justified, and permission was granted 
for such Sunday distribution. Since then, the legislation covernng the 
distribution of bread by Jews on Sundays has been altered from time 
to tume, but the practice has never been banned. It would seem, there- 
fore, that there is no reason why proceedings should be taken on suc!) 
a charge. Jews should not be expected either to eat stale bread or a

“ Bitter Harvest” at the “ Arts ”’ 
Brilliant Play About Byron 


This week, there has been presented at the Arts Theatre Club 
Catherine Turney’s amazingly fine study of Byron and his domestic 
tragedy, “Bitter Harvest.” For some weird and tortuous reason, 
it appears, authority denies this play to the general public because 
of its treatment of the relationship between the poet and his half- 
sister, Augusta, though anything of unpleasantness that there may 
have been in this connection was in the minds of Byron's contemporary 
enemies. 


It ss not often that one finds a play about a celebnty which can 
stand on tts own merits, independent of the fame of its principal 
character. This play would be every bit as brilliant if the author had 
decided to call Byron “‘Smith’’ and to disregard the claims of history 
by presenting it as a work of pure fiction. The characterisation ts 
achieved with skill and without effort, and the situations have that 
powerful dramatic quality which only sincerity and the gift for inspiring 
action with inevitableness can produce. 

The minds and emotions of Byron, Augusta and Annabella are 
pictured with such a sure understanding and with such sympathy that 
there is something of tragic delight in watching these three unfortunate 
persons moving to their foreseeable catastrophe, creatures caught m their 
fate as in atrap. Furthermore, the dialogue has a quality and dramatic 
significance too rarely offered in plays of this kind. It is clever in the 
night places, but always subservient to the occasion. It may be objected 
that Caroline Lamb, exemplar of the old truism, ‘‘Hell knows no fury hke 
a woman scorned,”’ is too frankly employed as the stage apparatus for 
setting light to the dramatic powder magazine, a kind of diabolus ea 
machina necessary to heighten realism into drama. But this ts counter- 
poised by the reflection that in all probability even if this jealous little 
wretch had not taken it upon herself to scandalise Byron by spreading 
rumours about his relations with Augusta, the utter hopelessness of the 
Byron ménage would have found its solution in a shipwreck of some other 
kindl. 

krnic Portman, as the poet, gave a thoroughly satisfying performance 
and showed a really profound understanding of the emotional conflicts 
of the character. He revealed restraint combined with a reserve of force- 
fulness which ts exactly what is wanted for the part. Martita Hunt 
gave a delghtfully unaffected version of the hght and gay and very wise 
Lady Oxford.

FIFTEEN PER CENT. FOR NINTH CONSECUTIVE YEAR 

The twenty-sixth Annual General Meeting of Provincial Cinematouraph 
Theatres, Ltd., was held on Wednesday last, at Film House, 142-150, Wardour 
Street, London, W. 

Mr. Mark Ostrer (Chairman and Managing Director) said that unsurpassed 
competition had been experienced during the year under review, and in the 
circumstances it was satisfactory to note that their profits had not only been 
maintained, but had actually been increased by approximately £12,000. 
With regard to the accounts, sundry creditors appeared at £217,510, which 
was an increase of £59,585. That increase was accounted for by amounts 
owing on capital expenditure account. The bank overdraft, which last year 
stood at £229,358, was now £202,089, a decrease of £27,269, that being the 
net effect of the expediture on the various capital assets less the profits 
set aside on reserves accounts. Income tax reserve stood at £63,361, and 
fully covered the Company's liability to the date of the Balance-sheet. A 
further £95,000 had been placed to depreciation reserve account, raising it to 
£962,143. The debenture stock sinking fund had been im operation for two 
vears, and the reserve created now appeared at £25,533. In addition to 
the sinking fund reserve, there had been set aside £70,000 to the general 
reserve, an increase of £5,000 over the amount appropriated last year. This 
reserve pow appeared at £600,000. Shares im subsidiary companies, 
£1,420,880, showed av increase of £112,206, which included the expenditure 
on the acquisition of the share capital of the company owning the Gaumout, 
Manchester. Freehold and tleaschold properties, £41,360,073, showed an 
increase of £40,022, and fixtures, fittings, furniture, etc., at £1,204,289, an 
increase of £17,470. : 

The net profit for the year, including income from investments and 
transfer fees, amounted to £494,368, an imerease of £11,859, compared with 
that of the previous year. Adding the balance brought forward, £122,834, 
vave a total available of £617,202, and the Directors recommended a dividend 
on the ordinary shares at the usual rate of 15 per cent., being the ninth 
consecutive year this dividend had been maintained. This dividend would 
require £75,000, leaving £122,923 to be carried forward. 

NEW AND IMPROVED THEATRES 

They had reconstructed and enlarged the theatre at Stroud, now known 
as the Gaumont Palace, which had been opened on the 3ist August, 1935. 
Their new theatre, the Gaumont, Worcester, with a seating capacity of 1,750, 
had been opened on the 23rd October, 1935. The Gaumont, Manchester, 
which was owned by a 100 per cent. subsidiary company, had been opened on 
“Ist October last. 

Theatres were to be erected at Chippenham and Salisbury, and a third 
at Trowbridge was to be reconstructed. At Chippenham, the existing theatre 
would be closed upon the opening of the new theatre, while at Salisbury 
the new theatre would consolidate the position m that city. 

Since Ist July, 1935, they had had the benefit of the re-adjustment of 
the entertainments tax— its removal from the cheaper priced seats had been 
of some value, and had offset to an extent the effects of the increased 
competition. 

The advantage of their continued association with Gaumont British 
enabled them to enjoy, among other things, profitable booking facilities, and 
film hire was kept on a reasonable basis. For the current year, the profits 
had been well maintained, and he hoped it woukl be possible to submit 
for their consideration at the next Annual Meeting results equally as satis- 
factory as those before them that day. Before moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts, he would like to pay tribute to the loyalty and 
co-operation of the staff im all departments for their efficient services during 
the vear.

THE EASTERN BANK 
CONTINUANCE OF DIFFICULT CONDITIONS 
DIVIDEND OF SIX PER CENT. 

The twenty-sixth Annual General Meeting of the Eastern Bank, Limited, 
was held on March 20th at 2 and 3, Crosby Square, London, E.C. 

Mr. J. S. Haskell, the Chairman, said that the past year, as regarded trade 
and banking, had again been very difficult, the only bright feature being the 
continued progress of the home trade, that overseas, particularly in the sphere 
in which they were interested, being disappointing. The attempt of the 
United States of America to boost silver had severely disorganised business in 
(hina and had resulted in a fiasco. 

The economic and financial position of India remained very sound: The 
(;overnment had been enabled during the summer to carry through success- 
fully large conversion operations by which rupee loans bearing interest at 
© per cent. and 6 per cent. had been converted into 3 per cent. stock at 96}, 
which now stood at over 103. Another conversion of 54 per cent. loan in 


London into 3 per cent. stock at 98 had been largely over-subscribed and 
now stood at about 100. 


JAPANESE COMPETITION 

Imports of Manchester goods were valued at £8,270,000, against 
£5,785,000 m 1934. It was to be feared that there was very little scope for 
expansion in that direction if it were noted that since before the War India 
had trebled her own production, besides importing more from Japan. In 
Rayon Silk, imports from Japan for the past nine months of last vear had 
amounted to £1,275,000, against only £94,000 from the United Kingdom. 
Japan now held second place to the United States in the production of that 
material; the United Kinzgdom came fourth. 

The duty on imports into India was 25 per cent. for silk yarn, whether 
Japanese or British, and on silk fabrics 50 per cent. on Japanese and 
cent. on British. The imports of rayon into India had amounted to £1.690.000 
ot which the British and Japanese imports accounted for £ 1,269,000, leaving 
£321,000 imported from all other countries. It was to be regretted that the 
United Kingdom was so very much behind and in that case, he thought, India 
could, w ithout det riment to her interests as manufacturers, reduce the duty 
upon British imports, if not abolish it altogether, and thus make some 
acknowledgment of the preference given to her on this side and of the fact 
that our purchases of Indian cotton had been increased so substantially. 

In Iraq there had been no general improvement to record, but at the 
same time there was no retrogression in business. It was, however to be 
ge ey that British trade continued to lose ground in favour of the Japanese.
